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A stadium 

vanishes 


The  death  knell  has  sounded.  The 
old  football  stadium  bleachers,  a 
remnant  of  the  shish-boom-bah  days 
of  the  high-school-sized  BYU,  is  dying. 

And  fading  along  with  the  stands 
“on  the  hill”  east  of  the  RPE,  now 
being  prepared  for  bulldozers  and 
landscaping,  are  dreams  of  an  outdoor 
theatre. 

“Everybody  wanted  to  use  the  old 
stands  for  one  thing  or  another,”  said 
Physical  Plant  Director  Sam  Brewster. 
“But  they  (the  stands)  are  just  too 
dangerous.” 

He  said  it  cost  up  to  $300,000  to 
revive  the  splintered  seats  and  cracking 
concrete. 

The  1 1,000-seat  stadium,  which 
echoed  the  names  of  Rex  Berry, 
Marion  Probert,  and  Eldon  Fortie,  was 
used  from  1928  to  1964  before  the 
RPE  was  plopped  onto  mid-field  and 
the  Cougars  moved  to  their  new 
30,000  capacity  home. 


On  number  in  majors 

Quota  may  be  imposed

Quotas  may  have  to  be  put  on  the 
number  of  students  that  major  in  certain 
areas  so  that  the  number  of  graduates 
correspond  with  the  job  opportunities  in 
the  field,  according  to  Pres.  Dallin  H. 
Oaks. 

He  has  already  taken  three  measures  to 
insure  that  more  BYU  graduates  find 
jobs. 

“We’re  doing  away  with  genealogy 
degrees,  transferring  two-year  technical 
programs  into  various  colleges,  and  asking 
every  department  in  the  university  to 
seriously  study  and  reorganize  its 
curriculum, ” said  Oaks. 

.With  enrollment  down  in  BYU’s 
College  of  Education,  the  Assistant  Dean 
Curtis  Van  Alfen  suggested  there  may  not 
be  a need  for  a quota.  “There  are  not  as 
many  in  education,  so  our  supply  may 
not  exceed  the  demand,”  he  said. 

He  said,  however,  that  state  schools 
have  been  asked  to  reduce  the  number  of 
graduates  in  education  by  25  per  cent, 
the  percentage  of  graduates  that  do  not 
find  jobs  in  education. 

Nevertheless,  Van  Alfen  said  he  “would 
rather  guide  and  counsel  a student  into  a 
demand  market  than  to  have  him  come  to 
me  after  spending  four  years  of  time  and 
money  to  ask  me,  ‘why  didn’t  you  tell  me 
sooner?’  ” 

Pres.  Oaks  said  he  anticipates  charges  of 
“authoritarianism”  if  setting  quotas  is 
necessary,  but  he  added,  “It’s  better  for 
us  to  take  those  charges  at  the  input  than 
to  have  people  conceal  their  major  in 
order  to  get  a job.” 

As  an  example,  he  said  that  some 


people  told  him  that,  having  majored  in 
genealogy,  they  had  to  hide  their  major 
to  get  a job. 

“People  should  be  encouraged  to  be 
prepared  on  a broader  scale  for  a variety 
of  career  opportunities.  I’m  afraid  that  a 
highly  specialized  degree  may  be  a 
deterrent  in  getting  a job,”  he  said. 

President  Oaks  is  an  avid  genealogist 
himself,  but  feels  that  in  the  genealogy 
area,  and  in  other  vocational  areas,  “you 
have  to  ask,  ‘are  there  jobs?’  before  you 
have  programs.” 

“A  lot  of  faculty  feel  that  we  should 
ignore  the  job  market  and  have  a totally 
laissez-faire  attitude.  If  a student  wants  to 
study  buggy-making  and  there  are  enough 
students,  we  should  offer  the  courses.  I 
don’t  feel  that  way.  I don’t  think  that  we 
should  offer  courses  in  buggy-making 
when  there  ceases  to  be  demand  for 
buggy -makers,”  he  said. 

President  Oaks’  request  has  brought 
some  changes  in  the  History  Department. 
Lamar  Jensen,  department  chairman, 
said,  “We’re  working  on  a quota  formula 
for  our  graduate  program.  We  are  more 
sensitive  and  conscious  of  the  job  market 
but  feel  we  can’t  panic  in  making 
changes.”

crutches  since  a hip  operation  last 
January,  slipped  as  he  descended 
the  stairs  to  the  basement  shower 
about  8 a.m.  yesterday  morning. 
He  was  rushed  to  the  Utah  Valley 
LDS  Hospital  where  he  received 
first  aid  for  a basal  skull  fracture 
and  was  prepared  to  be 
transferred  to  the  LDS  Hospital  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Salt  Lake  hospital  reported 
that  Lawrence  arrived  there  at 
9:40  a.m.  in  a coma  and  bleeding 
profusely.  He  died  at  10:32. 

Lawrence  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  Mary  Ann;  his  son,  Gary 
Caldwell  (30);  and  his  five 
daughters,  Mrs.  Mary  Kay  Pierce 
(27),  Bonnie  Heather  (24),  Lara 
Lee  (22),  Deborah  Joy  (20),  and 
Launi  (18). 

The  Program  Bureau  office  was 
silently  busy  yesterday  afternoon 
as  the  work,  to  which  Lawrence 
had  dedicated  so  much  of  his  life, 
continued.  A folkdance  group  of 
35  and  the  A Cappella  Choir  of  65 
members  were  both  returning 
from  a four-week  tour  of  Europe. 
A Young  Ambassador  group  of  52 
had  to  be  brought  back  Sunday 
from  its  six-week  tour  on  the  east 
coast. 

Lawrence’s  office  also  had  to 
prepare  for  the  departing  of 
another  3 5-member  folkdance 
group,  along  with  the  “College 
Edition”  leaving  on  a 10-week 
USO  tour-both  in  Europe.

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Henderson  can 

To  catch 
a thief

The  policeman  shouted 
“Halt,  don’t  move!”  Then  he 
fired  a shot. 

“My  first  thought  was  to 
wonder  why  he  was  shooting  at 
me.” 

Harold  Henderson,  a 
Chipman  Hall  senior  resident 
who  wanted  to  be  a policeman 
as  a boy,  became  just  that  for 
1 5 minutes  early  Wednesday 
morning  as  he  helped  local 
police  and  BYU  Security  nab  a 
filling  station  burglar. 

Tired  of  studying  around  2 
a.m.  Wednesday,  Henderson 
decided  to  walk  to  a nearby 
store  on  north  Canyon  Road  to 
get  a cold  drink.  As  the 
Wilmington,  N.C.  junior 
crossed  Canyon  Road,  he 
noticed  a Provo  police  car 
enter  the  Huskie  service  station 
south  of  the  store. 

“I  thought  the  officer  was 
going  to  ask  me  what  I was 
doing  at  two  in  the  morning,” 
recounted  Henderson.  But 
Officer  Don  Robertson  had 


other  plans.  He  had  spotted 
someone  in  the  station. 

Then  Robertson  fired  the 
shot  Henderson  thought  aimed 
for  him.  After  dropping  to  the 
ground  and  realizing  that  a 
burglary  was  in  progress, 
Henderson  determined  to  stay 
to  act  as  a witness  in  case  one 
was  needed. 

As  the  policeman  moved  to 
the  back  of  the  station  in 
pursuit  of  the  burglar, 

| identified  as  Ireneo  Castro, 
who  had  been  wounded  by  the 
shot  or  in  a fall  and  was 
attempting  to  escape  from  the 
back,  Henderson  noticed  a man 
climb  from  a car  parked  in 
front  of  the  station  garage.  The 
man  ran  past  Henderson  north 
on  Canyon  Road. 

Henderson  gave  chase  and,  as 
he  passed  the  Gulf  station  on 
the  corner  of  Canyon  and  1650 
N.,  called  for  help. 

A customer,  whom  Provo 
police  refused  to  identify, 
responded,  and  the  two 
succeeded  in  cornering  the 
thief  in  the  parking  lot  of 
Riviera  Apartments  after  he 
turned  the  corner  on  1650  N. 

Orem  patrolman  Dave  Park 
arrived  about  five  minutes  later 
arid  took  the  suspect, 
identified  as  Jim  Campbell, 
into  custody. 

“It  irritates  me  for  people  to 
steal,  and  public  apathy  toward 
crime  bothers  me,’’ 
commented  Henderson  about 
the  incident. 

He  was  not  sure  if  the  man 
was  armed  or  not,  but  “I  knew 
I didn’t  want  him  to  get 
away,”  elaborated  Henderson. 
“We  let  him  know  that  we 
could  keep  up  with  him  all 
night  if  he  tried  to  get  away, 
but  we  avoided  any  physical 
contact.”  The  burglar  was 
unarmed. 

Henderson  said  later  that  he 
hadn’t  taken  time  to  reflect  on 
his  action.  “It  was  just  a 
reaction  . . . my  preparation 
was  in  my  attitude  toward 
crime.”

fired. 

For  example,  by  looking  at  the 
board,  a student  can  tell  that  if  he 
wants  his  urn  to  be  lime  green,  he 
adds  four  per  cent  nickle  to 
“Peterson’s  Magnesium”.

Design  Dept, 
reorganized 
by  President 

Another  step  in  his  program  to 
tighten  the  academic  organization 
on  campus  has  been  taken  by 
President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  with  the 
reorganization  of  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Design. 

The  move  came  after  Milo 
Baughman,  one  of  the  nation’s 
leading  designers,  resigned  as 
chairman  of  the  department. 
Because  of  rapid  growth  in  the

It 
will  retain  those  courses  oriented 
toward  the  home,  such  as  house 
planning,  historic  and 
contemporary  furnishing,  business 
of  interiors,  textiles  and  materials 
for  interiors,  etc.

McGovern:  obsessed , detached 

So  much  has  been  written  against  McGovern  and 
his  policies  in  the  last  few  months  in  the 
newspapers  of  the  nation,  that  we  thought  the 
following  piece  published  in  the  July  10  issue  of 
the  Christian  Science  Monitor  gave  a “glimpse” of 
another  side: 


And  he  thinks  fast.  When  some  important  event 
breaks  on  the  global  scene  he  will  tell  you  almost 
immediately  where  he  stands,  pro  or  con,  and 
why.  Here  he  departs  from  the  way  Sen.  Edmund 
Muskie  huddles  with  himself  for  hours  before 
speaking  out.

Last  month,  Ramparts  magazine,  a publication  of  the  New  Left,  was 
enjoined  from  distributing  its  June  edition  on  newsstands. 

A court  order  was  secured  by  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Co.  in  compliance  with  a section  of  the  California  Penal  Code  which 
makes  it  illegal  to  sell  plans  or  instructions  for  any  device  designed  to 
avoid  telephone  toll  charges. 

The  June  issue  of  the  magazine  contained  instructions  for  making  just 
such  a device. 

While  we  do  not  necessarily  agree  with  the  purpose  for  printing  the 
article,  we  definitely  do  not  agree  with  the  reasons  given  by  AT&T  for 
demanding  the  magazine’s  removal  from  the  newsstands. 


An  historical  precedent,  protected  by  the  First  Amendment,  has  been 
put  in  a dangerous  position  by  the  success  of  the  phone  company  s 
actions. 

The  right  of  the  press  to  freely  publish  anything  except  libel  or 
obscenity  is  a well-established  tradition  in  American  history.  If  AT&T  is 
successful  in  adding  to  these  exceptions  its  own  idea  of  what  shouldn  t 
be  protected  by  the  Constitution,  then  a very  dangerous  precedent  has 
been  set. 

The  purpose  of  the  phone  company  in  this  action  is  not  merely  to 
suppress  information  about  its  operations  that  has  been  illegally 
obtained,  but  to  suppress  facts  that  it  claims  are  in  themselves,  and  by 
their  very  nature,  illegal. 

Information  about  the  workings  of  a piece  of  telephone  equipment 
could  no  more  be  illegal  than  descriptions  of  other  devices  such  as  a 
sawed-off  shotgun  or  a Molotov  cocktail. 

The  point  in  question  here,  is,  can  we  allow  freedom  of  the  press  to 
be  infringed  on  by  a giant  corporation  that  happens  to  find  information 
about  its  operations  undesirable  public  reading?

No  other  edifice  on  earth  can 
give  me  more  satisfaction,  more 
inspiration  or  more  delight  as  the 
mattress  and  pillow  on  which  I lay 
me  down. 

And  it’s  only  right.  Beds  figure 
very  prominently  in  our  lives. 
Called  “the  only  perfect  climate” 
by  some,  every  person  who 
breathes  will  spend  120  days  a 
year  doing  it  in  bed.  As  De 
Benserade  has  said:  “In  bed  we 
laugh,  in  bed  we  cry;  and  born  in 
bed,  in  bed  we  die.” 

The  bed  itself  is  stuffed  full  of 
history.  Probably  the  earliest  man 
on  earth  found  his  dreams  in  a 
tree  crotch,  later  moving  into  a 
cave  for  comfort.  Ancient 
Egyptians,  Assyrians,  and 
Babylonians  snored  blissfully  on 
narrow  boards  equipped  with 
wooden  pillows. 

The  early  citizens  of 
Pharoah-land  also  first  put  beds 
on  legs  to  encourage  snakes  to  go 
under,  not  over,  them  while  they 
slept.

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Prof  called 
as  curator 
of  museum 


Dr.  Wilmer  W.  Tanner,  BYU 
professor  of  zoology  and  an 
internationally  known 
herpetologist,  has  been  named  as 
curator  of  the  BYU  Life  Sciences 
Museum. 

Tanner,  who  has  been  a BYU 
faculty  member  since  1949,  fills 
the  post  vacated  this  spring  when 
Dr.  C.  Lynn  Hayward,  professor 
emeritus  of  zoology,  retired. 

Announcement  of  the 
appointment  was  made  by  Dr. 
Robert  J.  Smith,  BYU  associate 
academic  vice  president.  At  the 
same  time,  Dr.  A.  Lester  Allen, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Biological 
and  Agricultural  Sciences, 
announced  the  formation  of  a 
new  committee  to  direct  the 
affairs  of  the  ever  growing 
museum. 

Members  and  their  assignments 
are:  Elbert  R.  Simmons,  assistant 
professor  of  zoology,  educational 
displays;  Dr.  Stanley  L.  Welsh, 
professor  of  botany,  herbarium; 
Dr.  William  D.  Tidwell,  associate 
professor  of  botany,  fossil  plants; 
Dr.  Stephen  L.  Wood,  professor  of 
zoology,  invertebrates;  and 
Tanner,  committee  chairman, 
vertebrates. 

The  museum,  which  is  housed 
in  the  Heber  J.  Grant  Building, 
has  more  than  one  million 
preserved  specimens  of  modern 
and  fossil  plants,  insects,  fish, 
reptiles,  birds  and  bird  eggs, 
amphibians  and  mammals. 
Interesting  displays  are  open  to 
the  public  free  of  charge  every 
day  except  Sunday  from  8 a.m.  to 
6 p.m.,  Tanner  said.

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Vietnamese  gives  opinion 


Strong  leaders  needed  over  force 


The  Republic  of  South  Vietnam 
needs  strong  leaders  more  than  it 
needs  a strong  military  force  in 
order  to  establish  peace  and 
preserve  its  independence. 

This  is  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
Nguyen  Quoc  Tri,  vice- rector  of 
the  South  Vietn  National  Institute 
of  Administration.  Tri  has  spent 
five  weeks  of  a two-month  stay  in 
the  United  States  to  teach 
political  science  at  Brigham 
Young  University. 

“I  am  not  worried  about  the 
military  situation  in  my  country,” 
Tri  said  in  an  interview  before  one 
of  his  classes.  “It’s  the  leadership 
that’s  important  and  the  military 
is  only  a part  of  the  whole 
system,”  he  explained. 

The  noted  authority  on  political 
development  in  Asia  said,  if  his 
country  wants  peace,  it  has  to  be 
prepared  to  go  to  war,  and  in 
order  to  be  prepared,  the  country 
must  have  good,  strong  leaders 
who  know  how  to  use  power 
wisely  and  who  can  build  the 
self-image  of  South  Vietnam. 


Tri  said  his  country,  like  many 
developing  nations,  is  caught  in  a 
vicious  circle  internally.  The 
government  and  the  people  lack  a 
sense  of  legitimacy  or  self-esteem 
to  the  point  that  it  is  necessary  to 
use  coercion  to  hold  the  country 
together.  As  coercion  or  police 
power  is  used  in  this  way,  the 
legitimacy  of  the  country 
decreases. 

But  if  South  Vietnam  can 
acquire  leaders  who  have  the 
“charisma”  necessary  to  lead  the 
people  without  the  use  of  undue 
force,  the  country  could  stand  on 
its  own  feet  and  be  strong  enough 
to  hold  its  own  against  invaders, 
Tri  said. 

Concerning  the  United  States’ 
involvement  in  Vietnam,  Tri 
advised,  “Keep  your  patience.” 
He  explained  that  the 
Communists  are  using  America’s 
aversion  toward  aggression  to 
advantage. 

“You  feel  uncomfortable  about 
attacking  someone  weaker  than 
you  are,”  he  said.  The  United 
States  will  not  attack  unless  it  is 
attacked  first.  The  Communists 
know  this  so  they  employ 
“disguised  aggression”  to  keep  the 
war  going  while  at  the  same  time 
keeping  the-  Americans  from 
attacking. 

Americans  like  to  help  the 
underdog  and  fight  the  bully,  but 
this  disguised  aggression  on  the 
part  of  the  Communist  forces 
makes  it  look  like  there  is  no 
bully.  Therefore,  the  Americans 
remain  passive,  he  noted.  Only 
recently  when  the  North 
Vietnamese  actively  promoted  an 
attack  on  the  south  did  the

United  States  feel  justified  in  large 
scale  retaliation,  the  professor 
said. 

The  Communists  know  that 
Americans  are  impatient  and  that 


they  want  to  see  something  being 
accomplished.  The  length  of  the 
Vietnam  War  and  the  lack  of 
definite  victories  there  is 
demoralizing  to  the  American 
people,  and  this  gives  rise  to  the 
protests  against  the  war,  Tri  said. 

“You  must  keep  your  patience. 
Whoever  can  last  through  the  last 
five  minutes  of  this  war  will  win 
it,”  he  said. 


Right  now,  the  thing  South 
Vietnam  needs  most  is  help  in 
building  strong  leadership  in 
government  and  help  in  gaining  a 
feeling  of  legitimacy,  he 
continued.

Final  decision  for  the  funding 
of  a $760,000  Wildlife  Shrub 
Research  Center  at  BYU  is  now 
being  weighed  by  a joint 
legislative  conference  committee 
in  Washington. 

The  funding  request  was 
included  in  the  Interior 
Appropriations  bill  passed  by  the 
House  June  13  but  the  measure

was  not  included  in  the  recent 
Senate  Interior  appropriations 
bill. 

The  bill  will  now  go  to  a joint 
committee  Where  an  agreement  on 
the  bill  will  be  formulated. 

President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  has 


written  U.S.  Senator,  Wallace  F. 
Bennet,  R-Utah,  requesting  his 
help  in  insuring  that  the  measure 
is  included  in  the  compromise 
version  of  the  bill. 

“Because  of  the  importance  of 
this  laboratory  to  Utah  and  to 
other  western  states,  I am 
requesting  that  you  do  what  can 
be  done  and  is  appropriate  to 
insure  that  this  facility  is  included 
in  the  compromise  version  to  be 
negotiated  between  the  Senate 
and  the  House,”  wrote  Oaks. 


“We  thought  we  had  it  when 
the  House  passed  it,”  said  Dr. 
Howard  C.  Stutz  of  the  BYU 
Botany  and  Range  Science  Dept, 
when  informed  of  the  Senate 
decision. 

Dr.  James  P.  Blaisdell,  assistant 


director  in  charge  of  Range 
Wildlife  Habitat  and  Recreation 
Research  for  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service,  reported  that  “the  shrub 
research  center  at  BYU  would 
work  on  selection  and  breading  of 
improved  shrubs  for  livestock  and 
wildlife  ranges  and  for 
stabilization  of  soil  on  badly 
disturbed  areas  such  as  road  cuts 
and  road  fills,  surface  mine  areas, 
screening  and  beautification  of 
recreation  areas,  etc.”
